-Thoufands are every day hur- 
ried out of this World, for want 
of better Remedies. ls it ratio- 
nal to believe, that feeble Na- 
ture is any way cheriſh'd 
ſuch dull and clogging, or cold, 
ſpiritleſs ſtuff ? ' Are there no 
Etherial:p#rzrs, nor Eradiating 
Sulphurs, nor rich Mineral 
Tinfures, nor Lrisk Flixtrs to 
be found by Art , which may 
prove Reſtoratives?

I can by my own particular Ex» 
perience declare , that there are 
ſuch Medicines in the World, 
which by degrees will extermi- 
nate and deſtroy thoſe male- 
fgur'd Particles, which are the 
Tormentors of Man's Body in 
this Diſtemper ; provided the 
Body be not reduced to fo infirm 
a condition , that Nature can- 
not be ſupported till ſuch Reme- 
dies have affeted what they 
would otherwiſe undoubtedly 
do.

Certainly,the nioſt re- 
fined an4 depurate Medicines, 
the very Quinrellences of Drugs, 
excel thole that retain in them 
their earthy and phlegmatic 
Parts, which are exhibited with» 
out any Depuration , either by 
Digeſtion, in which is compre- 
hended Fermentation, Solution, 
Extraction and Putr.tation, or 
Diſtillation: which Preparations 
are not eaſily perform'd , and 
therefore ſo much rejected. 
There 
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There 1s required no ſmall La- 
bour and Diligence to the true 
Preparation of any good Medi- 
cine ; but to find out Remedies 
which do exatly quadrate with 
the Sympromes of any one par- 
ticular Diſteayper , is a work of 
extraord.nary pains, Rudy and 
ſcrutiny, and is to be indeavour'd 
by none, bur ſuch as are reſolute, 
fx d and indefatigable in dig- 
ing in the ſecret Mines of | Na- 
ture. 'Tis reaſondsble , that 
thoſe who ſeek Jems and preci- 
ous Minerals, ſhould dig to find 
them ; and what Jewel is com- 
parable co a duely prepared Mc- 
dicine, cff-Qual in the Cure of 
any one Diſtemper ? The e- 
veral Remedies which 1 exhibit 
ina P-thi/is or bonſumption, are 
moſt refined and puritied Medi» 
cines, Which indeed were not 
cbiainzd without much labour 
and induſtrv.

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Now in the ſequel of this Dt» 
coarſe, it cannot be expected [ 
mould divulge the Ingredients
